In  some  of  the  United  States, 
however,  the  term  has  been  so  extended  is 
to  cover  the  breaking  and  entering  of  anjy 
building,  at  any  time,  to  commit  crime. 

Now,  wnat  makes  burglary  a crime!  u 
it  because  it  is  done  without  knowledge  and 
consent  of  the  burglarized!  Is  it  because 
it  damages  his  property,  and  does  not 
fair  play  in  giving  him  a chance  to  defeujd 
himself  aguinst  the  robber!  Hardly  1 Theie 
features  are  resultant  rather  thau  casual. 
They  are  secondary.  They  are  the  fruit 
that  grow,  like  apples  on  apple  trees,  an 
. the  principle  that  makes  burglary  a crime. 
Burglary  is  criminal  because  its  purpose  and 
effort  is  the  appropriation  of  that  which  is 
unot hers.  Moses,  “because  of  the  hardness 
..  of  the  people’s  heart,”  allowed  some  things 
(Matt.  19.8).  But  Jesus  of  Nazareth  Him- 
self affirmed  that  in  an  ideal  state  of  so- 
ciology the  law  would  have  been  differently 
stated. 

When  we  are  able  to  state  ourselves  jn 
the  language  of  ideal  living,  one  effort  io 
appropriate  that  which  belongs  to  another 
will  be  equally  as  criminal  us  ail  the  otheris. 
That  there  must  be  a difference  now  (is 
not  the  law’s  fault — but  the  social  state ’j); 
and  it  argues  how  far  that  state  falls  beloW 
the  ideal. 

But  let  us  look  at  my  statement,  quoted 
above,  a bit  further.

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tij(>u  in  classes  which  range  from  the  very 
meanest  aud  moat  disgraceful  to  tnoae  aela 
wfiieh  are  regarded,  iu  the  parlauee  of  trade, 
ah  “business  shrewdness.”  I have  already 
given  our  generally  accepted  definition  of 
btlrglary.  Fraud  is  deliberate  deception 
wjith  the  design  of  securing  something  by 
tuking  unfair  advantage  of  anotner. 

[An  imposition  is  a petty  fraud.  Au  im 
posture  is  a design  aud  effort  to  obtain 
money,  credit,  or  position  to  which  oue  is 
not  entitled,  aud  it  may  be  practiced  by 
a “Wear y Willie,”  a common  street  beg- 
gar, or  the  pretender  to  a throne.  The  main 
difference,  in  the  estimation  of  the  law,  be- 
tween fraud  and  swindling,  or  cheating,  is 
that  the  former  is  regarded  as  actionable  in 
the  courts  while  the  latter  is  not.  Aud  if 
that  is  not  a distinction  without  a differ- 
ence, why! 

Another  of  the  principles  I expressed  in 
the  lauguage  of  the  ideality  of  things  was, 
“It  is  an  insult  offered  to  the  man  behind 
the  counter  for  a customer  to  ask,  ‘Is  thut 
the  best  you  can  do  on  this!’  or  ‘Can’t  you 
cut  the  price  a bit!’  ” As  the  trade  uow  is, 
it  isn’t  an  insult;  but  the  dishonesty  on  both 
Bides  of  tne  counter,  in  so  many  instances, 
is  responsible  for  that.  Granting  that  a 
n^erchant  who  knows  his  business  will  not 
sell  his  goods  at  a less  price  than  they  cost 
him,  then  to  ask  him  to  do  so  is  another 
why  of  saying  to  him  that  he  is  trying  to 
sijll  to  you  for  more  than  liis  goods  are 
worth.  In  ideal  trade  that  would  be  con- 
sidered a grave  charge,  and  justly. 

If  he  can  sell  to  you  for  less  thau  he 
aiiks,  and  still  sell  for  as  much  as  he  ought, 
th$n  if  he  sells  to  other  people  for  what 
he  asks,  he  gets  more  from  them  than  he* 
ought.  So  if  you  are  not  cheating  him,  he 
is  cheating  the  other  people;  and  if  he  is 
nit  cheating  the  other  people,  then  you  are 
cheating  him..  Special  sales  and  special 
discounts,  coming  under  special  rules,  are 
4|  indictable  under  this  law.  of  course. 

One  lady  said  to  me.  “I  don’t  think  't  is 
any  harm  to  get  goods  as  cheap  as  you  can, 
for  I know  the  merchants  are  trying  to 
sell  them  as  nigh  as  they  can.”  So  there 
you  are!  That’s  charging  the  merchants 
with  the  same  principle  that  makes  bur- 
, gljary  a crime.  Well,  when  we  come  into 
an  ideal  state  of  life,  well  see  how  dishon- 
est life  was  at  the  beginning  of  the  20th 
century.

Six  Months'  Work  of  the  New  Secretary. 

The  first  State  convention  that  I attended 
in  the  interest  of  the  Laymen’s  Missionary 
Movement  was  the  meet’ng  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  in  Meridian.  President  Lowrey,  of 
Blue  Mountain  College,  S.  R.  Whitten. 
Pfofs.  Aven  and  Johnson  of  Mississippi  Col- 
le^n,  Gov.  Longino,  and  others  had  been 
active  during  the  year  and  submitted  a most 
gratifying  report  to  the  convention.  Their 


report  wa*  given  a good  hearing  and  tne 
convention  by  hearty  vote  added  its  utiqual 
ified  cudoisemcnti.  The  contributions  to 
mis«tous  showed  a decided  gain  over  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  State  committee  of  ten 
active  brethren  has  wisely  apportioned  the 
work  of  the  State  among  ita  members  aud 
is  seeking  to  enlist  a live  layman  in  every 
chureh.  The  committee  is  making  liberal 
distribution  of  tracts  and  is  conducting  ral- 
lies all  over  the  State. 

In  Alabama  the  work  had  not  progressed 
very  much,  no  provision  was  made  in  the 
program  of  the  convention  for  its  mus'd- 
oration.  The  secretary,  however,  was  most 
kindly  welcomed  by  both  preacher  and  lay- 
man. the  program  was  amended  so  as  to  give 
him  a hearing  and  later  some  fifty  strong 
laymen  held  a conference  and  instituted 
plans  for  tbe  organization  of  the  work,  and 
the  outlook  seemed  wry  promising. 

I am  not  sure  I have  se  in  a stronger  body 
of  laymen  in  any  State  than  I met  at  Roati- 
,oke.  Alabama  Baptists  enjoy  the  distinction 
of  having  three  of  the  five  supreme  julgcs 
as  members  of  their  convention  and  zealous 
in  every  good  word  and  work.  President 
Palmer,  of  Montcvallo,  is  chairman  of  the 
committee  and  has  the  co-operation  of  some 
very  capable  laymen. 

At  the  Tennessee  convention,  hold  in  Mem- 
phis, the  most  hearty  endorsement  was  given 
the  Movement.  Or.  Savage,  of  Nashville,  is 
Ihe  chairman  of  the  State  committee  and 
presided  at  the  mass  meeting  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  This  njeeting  was  largely  attend- 
ed and  in  addition jto  the  secretary,  addresses 
were  made  by  the  chairman  ; by  Bro.*  Brown- 
low  of  Columbia,  pud  Bro.  Smith  of  Clarks- 
ville. 

W.  C.  Golden,  State  secretary,  is  in  most 
hearty  accord  with  the  Movement  and  is 
nnxiotts  to  be  of  kervicc  in  advancing  it. 

In  the  Missouri  J meeting  at  Moberly,  the 
enthusiasm  ran  high.  After  the  d’seussion 
in  the  eonv.  ntion,  the  laymen  held  a sepa- 
rate meeting  and  decided  to  employ  a seerc. 
tary  for  the  Stat<|  if  a suitable  man  could 
be  found.  Min  y Jones,  of  St  Joseph,  is 
chairman  of  the  State  committee  and  asso- 
ciated with  him  arc  such  prominent  laymen 
as  Dr.  Mayfield,  Brethren  Stephens,  Harris, 
Franklin,  and  others. 

Dr.  Porter  reports  most  gratifying  receipts 
from  Tex  a*.  At  Fort  Worth  thc-Texas  Bap- 
tists gave  both  a morning  and  an  afternoon 
session  to  the  discussion  of  the  Movement. 
Notable  addresses  were  made  by  Drs.  Car- 
roll  and  Oambrcll.  Texas  gave  the  secre- 
tary an  immense  audience  and  invited  him 
to  “fire  away”  for  an  hour.  Brethren  Free- 
man. Slaughter,  Wolfe,  Coleman  and  others 
followed  in  thrilling  speeches.  They  reor- 
ganized their  State  committee  w:th  M.  H. 
Wolfe  at  its  head  and  we  have  reason  to 
expect  great  things  of  thia  mighty  host. 

In  Arkansas  th.’  Movement  was  given 
prominence,  the  mjodorator,  Gen.  Atkinson, 
being  a most  ardent  supporter.  Aa  Fayette- 


ville. the  place  of  meeting,  is  in  one  corner 
of  ti*$  State,  the  brethren  planned  for  s mass 
meeting  in  Little  Rock,  December  1st.

Phil.  2:16  What  is  Paul’s  idea  here?  He 
expected  to  meet  these  Philippian  Christians 
at  the  judgment,  and  to  rejoice  that  they 
were  there  as  the  fruit  of  his  labors.

These  remarks  purpose 
ihowing  that  the  very  heart  and  soul  of 
the  work  of  Jesus  was  to  suffer,  and  also 
that  the  greatest  part  of  our  work  for  him 
is  to  suffer  for  him  and  his  cause. 

Suffering  is  the  greatest  mystery  of  all 
the  agtfs.  Nobody  but  God  knows  anything 
about  the  why  of  it,  or  the  how  of  it:  I 
read  a book  recently  on  “How  the  Death 
of  Christ  Saves  us.”  It  has  many  excellent 
things  in  it  and  will  be  helpful  to  all  who 
carefully  peruse  it,  but  as  for  knowing  how 
the  death  of  Christ  saves  I was  as  wise  in 
the  beginning  as  at  the  end. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  death  of  Christ 
saves  but  how  his  suffering  and  death  could 
absolve  me  from  my  sin  God  alone  knows. 

You  may  be  chary  of  all  philosophies  of 
the  atonement.  Christ  died  for  our  sins  ac- 
cording to  the  scriptures  but  so  far  ns  shown 
the  Bible  makes  no  effort  to  elucidate  that 
blessed  mystery  of  his  suffering.  But  we 
know  he  did  it  for  God  is  true  though  every 
man  be  a liar. 

- Why  do  the  righteous  suffer!  A book 
published  a few  years  ago  tells  of  a dear 
little  boy  who  waited  long  by  the  bed  of 
hi*  sick  and  torturing  mother  and  finally 
he  prayed,  ”0  God,  why  do  you  let  her 
suffer  so  when  she  is  so  good!”  Have  you 
never  asked  the  same  half  irreverent  ques- 
tion t < , 

That  is  the  great  battle  ground  of  the 
book  of  Job,  the  problem  of  suffering.  Yon 
msy  state  it  "the  preservation  of  the  be- 
liever” if  you  like  and  there  is  no  objec- 
tion, but  in  another  form  the  question  is 
“can  the  devil  so  afflict  a good  man  that 
that  man  will  renounce  God!”  ThU  ques- 
tion was  answered  in  the  negative.  Why 
does  an  innocent  child  suffer  a thousand 
deaths  with  the  nameless  agonies  of  diph- 
theria ! God  alotre  knows.  Suffering  is  the 
mystery  of  all  mysteries. 

I should  not  wonder  if  this  was  one  of 
the  things  about  salvatioa  which  the  angels 
desired  to  Jook  into  and  were  not  permitted. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  inserutible  dark- 
ness of  suffering  Paul  says.  “I  fill  up  that 
which  is  behind  of  the  afflictions  of  Christ.” 
”N0t.”  in  the  language  of  Jowett,  “that 
the  ministry  of  atonement  is  incomplete. 
Not  that  Calvary  and  Gethsemane  have 
failed.  There  are  no  outstanding  debts. 
Jesus  paid  it  all.  But  the  sufferings  mnst 
have  a herald  of  their  own  nature.  Mathe- 
matical truth  must  be  expressed  in  mathe- 
matical symbols,  philosophical  truth  in  the 
nomenclature  of  philosophy.  The  sufferings 
of  Christ  cannot  be  told  fully  and  ade- 
quately except  in  the  language  of  suffering. 

Ha  who  preaehes  the  crucified  gospel  in 
a heartless  style  crucifies  the  very  gospel 
he  would  preach.  The  servant  is  not  great- 
er than  his  Lord  and  “if  any  man  wll  live 
godly  in  Christ  Jesus  he  shsll  snffer  per- 
secution.” One  unwilling  to  snffer  for 
Christ’s  sake  cannot  be  a gospel  preacher, 
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and  one  unwilling  to  suffer  for  Jesus  cannot 
be  a New  Testament  Christian.  If  that  is 
tru. — and  dares  any  one  to  deny  it— what 
must  be  said  of -all  the  invertibrate,  color- 
less,  inoluscous  ecclesiastical  pettyfogging 
that  ‘‘wears  the  livery  of  heaven  to  serve 
the  devil  in!”  What  must  be  said  of  all 
time-serving  purposeless  preachers  who  draw 
stipends,  fleece  the  flock  of  God  aiid  preach 
because  they  are  expected  to  say  tjbmcth'ng 
-ather  than  have  something  to  say!  What 
must  be  said  of  the  ease-loving,  self-indul- 
gent churches  who  meet  together  ns  relig- 
ious to  felicitate  one  another  on  th<*ir  gospel 
privilege  while  their  idolatrous  Covetous- 
nous  denies  the  gospel  of  the  suffering  and 
reigning  Christ  to  a thousand  million  lost 
souls  of  this  world!  If  it  did  not  cost  any 
thing  to  send  the  gospel  to  tho  nations 
nobody  but  the  devil  and  his  emissaries 
would  ever  oppose  it.  If  you  are  opposed 
to  missions,  foreign  or  home,  just  Cemember 
that  the  devil  is  also.  It  is  another  ease  of 
poor  Tray  and  yon  may  come  to  grief  like 
he  did  because  of  the  company  you  arc  run- 
ning with. 

f It  was  a day  of  great  suffering  when  the 
mighty  persecution  swept  over  the  Jerusa- 
lem churrh>  hut  the  disciples  went  every- 
where preaching  the  word.  It  was  a day 
of  untold  suffering  when  Nero  and  Marcus 
Aurelius.  Domitian  and  others  put  Ohristians 
to  death  by  the  thousands  but  the  whole 
Roman  empire  soon  heard  the  gospel.  That 
was  a time  of  suffering  in  the  middle  ages 
when  twenty  thousand  Christians  were 
drowned  in  one  river  according  to  (he  voice 
of  history  but  the  Ana-Baptists  continued 
to  witness  for  Christ  and  a free  conscience 
until  the  Reformation  finally  came,  a thing 
by  the  way  which  the  Ana-Baptisti  created 
far  more  than  Luther  did  in  my  judgment. 
Bunvan  suffered  twelve  years  imprisonment 
but  the  world  is  not  yet  done  with  hearing 
his  mighty  voice  through  his  immfortal  al- 
legory. Burmah  is  being  redeemed  but  not 
till  after  the  sufferings  of  the  heroic  Judson. 
India  is  being  reclaimed  to  the  gospel  but 
Cary,  the  cobbler,  and  Marshman  and  Ward 
put  their  best  blood  into  the  enterprise. 
Africa  has  been  explored  and  is  hearing 
meargerly  the  gospel  of  Christ  hut  Living- 
ston died  on  his  knees  in  the  jungles  and 
the  natives  buried  his  heart  under  a hopia 
tree  because  he  loved  them  so.  The  New 
Hebrides  Islands  have  heard  the  Word  of 
life  but  not  until  Williams  and  Gordon  were 
brained  with  bludgeons  and  hoded  in  cal- 
drons and  eaten  by  those  cannibals.  Not 
nntil  Paton  and  his  wife  lay  helpless  on 
beds  of  sickness  at  the  same  time,  while 
their  little  sons  and  the  servant  carried  out 
the  throe  days  old  infant  and  buried  it  in 
the  back  yard.  Not  until  a thousand  dan- 
gers, hungers,  threats  and  throes  had  ov.-r- 
past.

h.dpT  If  you  have,  then  do  not 
r.-ad  further,  for  this  is  not  for 
yon.  But  if  you  are  one  of  the 
many  women  (and  oh  how  many 
there  must  be!)  who  have  heard 
of  this  need,  who  have  only  felt 
sorry  for  t'ne  condition  of  things 
and  hoped  some  one  who  could 
give  generously  would  do  if — 
then,  fellow  servant,  let  this  word 
eome  into  your  heart. 

The  Home  Board’s  recommen- 
dation to  the  Woman’s  Mission- 
ary Union  this  year  was  that  the 
societies  should  aim  at  $85,000 
In  the  three-quarters  just  past  we 
have  given  $22,507.26.  We  al- 
ways count  upon  making  the  bulk 
of  offering  in  March,  during  the 
week  of  prayer;  but  never  has 
there  been  greater  need  that  we 
enter  into  that  week  with  serious 
purpose  and  determination  to 
make  it  count  for  God’s  Kingdom. 
We  place  no  valne  upon  self- 
denial  for  its  own  sake,  as  a 
means  of  graee  or  a way  oi  more 
acceptable  service.  But  when  a ( 
giyat  crisis  faces  us  in  God’s  dear  . 
work,  we  must  fulfill  our  promise 
to  Him  even  if  it  hurts.  So  it 
comes  ahout  that  there  is  reason 
[for  a denial  of  self  in  these  next 
weeks,  for  Christ's  sake.  Now 
considering  it  practically,  let  us 
at  least  be  as  devoted  as  the 
Korean  Christians,  who  even  in 
their  Short  acquaintance  with  the 
Master  have  nevertheless  put  the 
world  to  shame  by  the  simplicity 
and  generosity  6f  their  giving. 
Sometimes  it  is  the  actual  necessi- 
ties of  life  they  give  for  their 
Home  Missions.  Would  it  hurt  us  ‘
